“Tho last. witnoxs in ‘the caso 
was tho Court Probate Clork, Mr.

If application was mado 
by ason, ho was asked to produco 
proof, that hia mother had ro- 
nouncod hor olaim. The witnoss 
also produced files of 1890 show- 
ing that similor practice was in 
vogue at tha time, 


In his ‘closing addross for tho | 


plaintiff, Mr. Jonkin said that 
the ovidonce revolved on a quos- 
tion of the rights of a widow 
according to Chinoso law and 
- custom. By tho amonded defonce 
Mr. Pottor was arguing that the 
‘ease should bo decided according 
to’ the Juw cxistunt in. the 
Colony at tho period when 
the Emporor of China ceded the 
island to Britain. It would be 
acadamic perhaps, soid Mr. 
‘Jonkin,.to say that that was 
unsound. He would bave to 
arguo that it was unsound, 
though it was not his caro. 
THE CHANGING LAW. 
Why should it bo nocessary to 
go back 80 yoars to say what the 
law and custom of China is? 
Thoro wora ‘boforo his Lordship 
two bodios of evidence, and both 
aides had claimed that thoir view 
wont back ‘to time immemorial. 
Thero was no ovidonce to 
show that tho statemonts of the 
plaintiff's witnosses -wore re- 
foroncos to Rapubl can law. Mr. 
Pottor had suguostod that ‘such 
was the case in his cross-ox: 
amination, but each, witnors had 
rofuted’it, His Lordship had to 
look to Chinoss law and custom 
‘in order to docido the case, but 
thore was no reason why, bo- 
cause ina proclamation of 1843 
it sald that tho Chincso law in 
regard .{o succossion was pro: 
‘ gorvod, tho law oxistent at that 
timo was to bo law in tho Colony: 
for good, Thoro was nothing 
in tho proclamations to sug- 
gost . that oven if tho law 
and ‘custom of China were 
changed, those wore fixed. ‘The 
‘soolalsystom marched with -the 
advanco .of civilisation, and it 
would be ridiculous to say that 
1843: Jaw. and..custom provailod 
although ‘it might be perfectly 
woll*known to the Court that it 
had undergone radical changes. 
Tho Court wos looking for the 
porson to whom tbe grant should 
be given, and, naturally enough, 
it should be given to the person 
entitled to it accordingto curront 
law and custom.- 
A LOWLY POSITION, 
Continuing, Mr. Jonkin said it 
wos his caso that ao Chinese 
widow was tho counterpart 
in law’ of tho Fonglish widow. 
Though there was no such thing 
recognised o8 an administratcr as 
known to British. insofar as one 
could got on analogy, tho hit fut 
was tho counterpart of ihe 
English widow and had just the 
fame tights in law. Tho mistake 
of tho defence hud boen to put 
tho Chinoso woman in too low 
a position. “ Mr. Potter suggests 
that aho is looked upon of a 
chattol, though sho might be 
esort of gsolaco to her husband. 
That sppoars to oxhaust tho 
utility of the Chineso woman. 
according to tho dofonce. They 
put herso low. in tho scale that 
sho can bo exterminated almost 
at tho will of the hoad 
of the family." The defence had, 
howover, to overcomo tho fact 
that.ovon in tho Ching Dynasty
